From Hlll't Travels In Peru and Mexico. 
The Inca*s Daughter. 

1 PERUVIAN LIGEND 

lluatca, the Inca of Peru, who reigned at the 
beginning ol' the sixteenth century, and who was 
remarkable tor his love of the arts, especially 
those connected with the improvement of his 
espilal, proclaimed that whosoever would find 
means of conveying water with facility to his 
palace and to Cuzco, should receive in marriage 
bis youngest daughter then a beautiful girl in 
the first bloom of womanhood. This offer was 
no toooer made, than a young man appeared, 
called Hassan who declared himself capable of 
performing the great work. He was immediately 
furnished with as many men, and all the materi 
al9, which he thought proper to demand, and the 
work was commenced. 

While the work, however, wa» in progress, an 
incident occurred which damped the ardor of the 
youth for the accomplishment of what he had 
undertaken, and seemed to overthrow all expec- 
tations of its ever being completed Among the 
numerous attendants upon the workmen for the 
preparation of their food, and the caro of the 
camp in which they dwelt, there appeared a girl 
of great beauty, who while attending upon her 
father was observed by the youthful engineer, 
who became so violently enamored that his atten- 
tion was distracted and turned from the object 
upon which his mind had been hitherto bent. — 
He saw that the accomplishment of the work he 
had undertaken would result in his marriage with 
the daughter of the Inca, and this, though ac 
companied by all the honors the sovereign could 
hestow, would deprive him of that which he val 
ued more than life, and tie him to a bride whom 
ha had never seen, and had now ceased to 
desire to know. 

Owing to the stateof Hassan's mind, neglect, 
languor and disorder reigned in the encampment 
of the workmen, which at first seemed to every 
one to arise from a conviction on the part of 
the engineer that the accomplishment of the 
work was beyond his power. Some lime pass- 
ed without any change, during which Hassan 
had frequent opportunities of meeting the young 
attendant to whom he had become attached. — 
This, however, was by and by remarked by the 
people in such a manner as to induce the young 
girl to retire, and return no more to the camp — 
distracting still more the mind of the engineer, 
who was unable to obtain anv farther informa- 
tion concerning her. 

The confusion into which every tiling was now 
thrown became known to tho Inca, who soon 
learned also the real cause of the engineer's de 
fault, and determined to take his revenge by put- 
ting to death the subject w ho had ho grossly and 
so openly insulted his sovereign. The character, 
however, of the offense was such that Hassan 
was sent for before his execution, and appeared, 
guarded in the presence of the Inca, who sat up- 
on his throne surrounded by his nobles. Huas 
0*i happening to be a man of moderate passions, 
asked the culprit, in the presence of his nobles, 
whether he had anything to say before his ex- 
ecution in extenuation of the crime he had 
committed by treating his sovereign with con 
tempt. 

To this the young man replied, that he had on- 
ly to thank his sovereign for all the favors he 
had received, and more especially for that ho was 
about to receive, which would place him beyond 
the reach of such suffering as he had endured 
since be had become acquainted with the inno 
cent cause of his misfortune. 

At the moment that the Inca was about to 
commit him to the tender mercies of the execu 
tioners, the girl we have mentioned suddenly 
appeared among the crowd of nobles, dressed 
as she had been in the camp of the workmen, 
and, rushing into the centre of the hall, ex- 
claimed: 

'Stay, Inca! Arrest the hand of justice for a 
inomeut, while 1 put one question to the unfortu- 
nate culprit. It shall be such as the Inca will 
not disapprove.' 

From the moment of this strange apparition, 
until the demand of the girl, there was not a 
sound heard The whole of the nobles present 
remained motionless and silent. But, had no 
embarassment overwhelmed them, the presence 
ol their sovereign would have restrained equal 
ly their words and their acts. Huasca, who 
alone seemed unmoved, nodded assent to the 
demand of the girl, who now walked up to the 
youth, and, laying her right hand upon his left 
shoulder, and standing a little on one side, that 
his countenance might bp well seen by tho Inca, 
said I 

'Young man of the hills where the Inca is ever 
known! Bubject to Huaioa! has tbou chosen the 
child of the valet iu preference to the daughter 
of thy sovereign?' 

To which the youth, after steadfastly regarding 
tbn Inca, replied: 

'The will of the Great Source of Lightbedone. 
The sentence of the Inca is just.' 

Then, turning to the girl, he added: 

'I go now with joy to dwell where I shall await 
thy coming, to poetess thee forever.' 

'But wherefore couldst thou not,' then said the 
girl, 'accomplish the work which tbott hast un- 
dertaken?' 

'It had been done,' said the youth, 'had the la- 
bor been accompauied with the hope of possess 
ing thee.' 

At this reply the young girl, suddenly throw 
ing off ber upper garments which had hidden those 
which would have betrayed her true character, 
and taking the entranced youth by the hand, ad 
vanced up to the foot of the throne of the Inca, 
and exclaimed: 

'Great lather of the children of the sun, I whom 
thou lovest at thyself, demand the remisiioo of 
the sentence against the youth, now bowed down 
before tbee, until it be known whether the great 
work he hat undertaken can be accomplished or 
not.' 

Inca Huasca, whose affection for his daughter 
was beyond all other feelings, electrified, by the 
occurrence, signified his assent to the proposal. 
A lew months after this the great aqueduct was 
completed, and the engineer and the ptincess be 
came man and wife.

Death of the Honorable Augustin it ■ 
ly L. Clarke. 

After a Ion : and painful illness, his Excel- 
lency Don Augustin Beverly L Clarke, Resi- 
dent Minister of the United States, died in this 
Capital at half past six o'clock on the morning 
of the 17th inst. Mr. Clarke was born on the 
11th of February, 1H09, in Chesterfield countv, 
in the State of Virginia. While very young he 
was sent to the State of Kentucky, where he 
studied law, and was admitted into practice as an 
attorney. At the age of twenty two years he 
was elected representative in the Legislature of 
his State, and was subsequently a member of 
the same body on several occasions. In 1647, 
during the administration of President Polk, he 
was elected representative in the National Con- 
gress; and in 1 took his seat as a delegate in 
the Kentucky Convention and assisted in form 
ing the new Constitution of that State. In Jan- 
uary, 1856, he was nominated by the then Presi- 
dent — and the nomination was ratified by the 
Senate — as Resident Minister of the United 
States to tho Republics of Guatemala and Hon 
duras. 

Mr. Clarke, in politics, belonged to the Oem 
ocratic party. He spoke with great ease, and it 
was evident that he possessed extensive inlorma- 
tion on various subjects. His rectitude, and the 
moderation of his character, made his duties 
agreeable, and gained for bim the esteem and 
respect of all who had intimate relations with 
him. In giving this brief biographical sketch of 
the Hon. Mr. Clarke, wc ought not to pass in si 
lence an event which may be considered as the 
most important of his life. This was the rc-so 
lotion which he took and carried into effect in 
this Capital, of entering into the bosom of the 
Catholic Church. Mr. Clarke had always had 
an inclination to Catholicism, and gave many 
proofs of this in his public speeches. He de 
voted his mental faculties to tbe study of the 
principles of our religion, and from the period 
of his arrival in Guatemala he placed himself iu 
communication with several talented and learn 
ed ecclesiastics, among whom was the eloquent 
Father Parrondo, of the society of Jesus. The 
fruit ol his reading and meditations, and above 
all, of the grace of God, was his resolution to 
embrace Catholicism, which he fulfilled on the 
14th of December, last year, receiving baptism 
at the hands of the Most Illustrious Don Ber 
nardo Pinol, Bishop of Nicaragua, when he took 
the uame of Augustin, his godfather being the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Don Pedro de Ay- 
ciuena. That interesting ceremony, in which 
Mr. Clarke, profoundly moved, gave evident 
proofs of the sincerity of his convictions, could 
not be performed with the accustomed solemn! 
ty in consequence of the serious illness under 
which he suffered at the time. Mr. Clarke con- 
tinued experiencing diffetent changes in his ill- 
ness, and ultimately becoming a great deal bet- 
ter, he had arranged to pass a short time in bis 
own country, the necessary permission having 
been conceded to bim. When his condition 
seemed least alarming, a sudden attack, which 
seized him on the night of tbe Kith, put an end 
to his life, removing him from the affections of 
his family and friends. 

The Minister of Foreign Affairs, who was one 
of the latter, in conjunction with the widow of 
the deceased, arranged the manner in which his 
funeral should be conducted, giving to the cere- 
mony the official character and the solemnity 
which the position of the deceased deserved. On 
the 18th, at five o'clock in the afternoon, the fu- 
neral ceremony took place iu tbe church of San 
Francisco, the officiating priest being the Most 
Illustrious Bishop of Trajanopolis, the whole of 
the religious bodies of the community assisting. 
Their excellencies the Ministers of the govern- 
ment, the foreign representatives, the authori 
ties and corporations, and a large number of 
private persons invited by the Minister of For 
eign Affairs and by the family of Mr. Clarke, 
also took part on the solemn occasion. His Ex 
cellency the Piesident, who had intended to be 
present, was not able to carry out his intention, 
as he wis suddenly and unexpectedly called away 
from the capital. The determination of his 
Excellency to inter the remains of Mr. Clarke 
in the temple ol San Fraucisco was, however, 
oaried out, with the approbation of the ecclesi 
aatical authorities and the Superior of the order. 
The coffin which contained the mortal remains 
of Mr. Clarke was borne along, covered with the 
flag of the United States, the four ends being 
sustained by Don Pedro de Aycinena, Ministei 
of Foreign Affairs; Viscount Botmiliau, Charge 
d* Affairs of France; Don Augustus T. Kint, 
Consul General of Belgium, and Don Jose de 
Coloma, Consul General of the Pontifical States. 
The cortege was followed by the authorities and 
corporations, and a large concourse of the inhab 
itauts. From the morning of the 17th the flag 
of tbe Republic was hoisted at half mast at the 
Government Palace as a mark of grief, and during 
the whole of the 16th the flags of all the friend 
ly nations were displayed in the same manner 
from the various Consulates. Tbe government 
has thus honored the memory of tbe representa- 
tive of a. friendly country, and the inhabitants in 
general have manifested their sorrow for the loss 
of so estimable a gentleman as Mr. Clarke. 
His widow has resolved to return to tbe United 
States in the steamer Guatemala, which will -nil 
during the present month

More Bloodshed on Kentixkv Soil — A Cold- 
Bloodtd Murder. — From the officers and pas 
seugers of the Dove, from Kentucky river, we 
leara the particulars of a cold blooded murder, 
committed in Lotkport, Henry county, Tuesday 
afternoon, about 3 o'clock. The assassin was 
J. B. Roberts, a former sheriff of the county, 
an 1 bis victim was John Slalyers. He shot htm 
in the tide with a shot gun loaded with buck 
thot, inflicting a most horrid wound, which must 
have caused death in a short lime, but be wat not 
dead when our informant left that point, which 
was toon after the deed was done. 

Thit bloody affair is the sequel to the fatal 
rencontre that took place in the same neighbor 
hood last fall or winter, resulting then in the 
death of Graves Roberts, a sou of J. B Roberts, 
and the wounding of two others. That affair 
was published at the lime, and the Grand Jury of 
the country, after an investigation, failed to find 
any indictment against the parties. 

Mr. Roberts, we are told, frequently notified 
several of the persons implicated, that lie intend- 
ed to kill them, and on Tuesday went to Lock- 
port with a gun and other weapons, literally 
loaded down with arms, and on enteriug the 
store of C. Abrams, discovered Stalyers, who wat 
in the act of receiving a pair of pants he had 
just purchased. Roberts stepped towards him, 
remarking, "I believe you arc one of the mon 
thai helped kill my son," and without any hesi 
tation, took aim and shot him down, the muzzle 
of the gun not being over two feet from him. — 
He then walked out, deliberately reloaded his 
gun, and started to the Dove, saying he would 
soon catch another, and if he did he would kill 
him too. 

No effort whatever was made to arrest the des- 
perate man, and it is quite probable that he made 
the attempt to commit the second murder. Such, 
at least, was the belief of the passengers on tbe 
Dove. They also assert that a deputy sheriff ol 
the county was in Ix>ckport at the time, iu com- 
pany of Roberts. The only charitable construc- 
tion that can be put upon the transaction, is to 
thiuk that the man is insane on the subject of 
the death of bis son, though the law failed to 
hud any indictment in the former case. It is 
time these bloody frodt were stopped — Lou 
Cour. 

Since the above was in type we learn from Mr. 
Pendleton, of the Dove, that Stalyers is dead

A friend has kindly offered for our use, an 
original letter from the revolutionary patriot, 
John Adams, subsequently President of the 
United States. It wat written in the first 
months of the giant struggle of the Colonies 
with the mother country; and is addressed to a 
distinguished colaborer with the author in the 
perils and glories of that era. Il is interesting 
as showing the first Teachings of the patriot minds 
of that day, after a form of government that 
should secure their abilities, ere vet the links 
were sundered and the bonds broken that bound 
them in trans- Atlantic association. 

We coppy this letter just as it was written, 
as showing in its free use of Capitals, and occa- 
sionally in its authography, the changes which 
a few years bring about in the minutise of a Ian 
guage; 

Philadelphia, Nov. 15th, 1775. 

Dear Sir: The Course of Events, natually 
turna the Thoughta of Gentlemen to the Subjects 
of Legislation and Jurisprudence, and it is a cu- 
rious Problem what Form of Government, it 
mott readily St. easily adopted by the Colony up- 
ou a Sudden Emergency. Nature and Experi 
ence have already pointed out the Solutiou of 
this Problem, in the Choice of Conventions aud 
committees of Safety. Nothing is wanting in 
addi.ion to this to make a complete Govern 
merit, by the Appointment of Magistrates for the 
Administration of Justice. 

Taking Nature and Experience for mv Guide, 
1 have made the following Sketch, which mav be 
varied in any ono particular and infinite Number 
of Ways, so as to accommodate it to the differ 
ent Genius, Temper, Principles and even Preju 
dices of different People. 

A Legislative, and Executive and a judicial 
Power, comprehend the whole of what is meant 
and understood by Government. It is by bal- 
ancing each of these Powers against the other 
two, that the Effort in human Nature towards 
Tyranny, can alone he checked and restrained 
and any degree of Freedom preserved in the 
Constitution. 

Lcta lull and free Representation of the People 
be chosen for an House of Commons 

Let the House choose by Ballot Twelve, Six 
teen, Twenty-lour or Twenty eight Persons, 
either Members of the House, or from the 
People at. large as the Electors please, for a 
Council. 

Let the House and Council by j rint Ballot 
choose a Governor, annually, trienuiall.y or Sep- 
tennially as you will. 

Let the Governor, Council, and House be each 
a distinct and independent Branch of the l<egil 
lature, aud have a Negative on all Laws. 

Let tbe Lt. Governor, Secretary, Treasurer, 
Commissionary, Attorney General and Solicitor 
General, be chosen annually, by joint Ballot of 
both Houses. 

Let the Governor with seven Councillors be a 
Quorum. 

Let all the officers aud Magistrates, civil and 
military, be nominated and appointed by the 
Governor, by and with the Advice and Consent 
of his Council. 

Let no officer be appointed but at a General 
couucil, and let notice be given to all the Coun 
cillors, Seven duyB at least before a General 
Council. 

Let the Judges, at least of the Supreme Court, 
be incapacitated by Law from holding any share 
of the Legislative or Executive Power. Let 
their Commissions be during good Behaviour, 
and their Salaries ascertained and established by 
Law. 

Let the Governor bave command of the Ai my, 
the Militia, Forts, Slc. 

Let the Colony have a Seal and affix it to all 
Commissions. 

In this way a Single Month is sufficient with 
out the least Convulsion or Animosity to accom 
plish a total Revolution in the Government of a 
Colony. 

If it is thought more beneficial, a Law may 
be made by this new Legislature leaving to tbe 
People at large the Priviledgeof choosing their 
Governor, and Councillors annually, rb soon as 
affairs get into a more quiet Course. 

In Adopting a Plan, in some Respects similar 
to this, human Nature would appear iu its proper 
Glory, asserting its own Dignity, pulliug down 
Tyrannies at a single Exertion, and erecting 
such New Kubricks, as it thinks best calculated 
to promote its Happiness.

Author or "Sweet Home." — Though the trite 
old song, "Home, sweet home," has been sung 
within the home circle of almost every house 
bold, yet how few persons of all who have heard 
its sweet strains, know who was the author of 
those beautiful words: 

"'Mid pleasures aud puluces, 

Though wo may roam, 
He never so humble. 

There's do place like home." 

It peihaps has never occurred to the raiud of 
any acquainted with the circumstances that the 
writer of a song which has found an echo in so 
many hearts could be other thau one who 
had experienced all the pleasures of a happy 
home; but, sad as is the reflection, it is neverthe- 
less true, that John Howard Payne, the author ol 
"Home, tweet home," though he has contributed 
to ihe happiness of many homes, never had a 
home of his own. 

As I watch the course of great men, and the 
destiny of party, I meet often with very strange 
contradictions iu their eventful life. The most 
remarkable was that of John Howard Payne, 
author of "Sweet Home." I knew him person 
ally. He occupied the rooms under me for some 
time, and bis conversation was so captivating 
that I often spent whole days in his apartment. 
He was an applicant for office at the time — Con- 
sul at Tunis— from which he had been removed. 
What a sad thing it was to see the poet subject 
ed to all tbe humiliations of office-seeking. On 
nil the evenings he would walk along the street. 
Once iu a while he would see some family circle 
so happy, and forming so beautiful a group, that 
he would stop, and then pass silently on. 

On such occasions ho would give a history of 
his wanderings, his trials and all his cares, inci 
dent to his sensitive nature and poverty. "How 
often," said he once, "have I been in the heart 
of Paris, Berlin, London, or some other city, aud 
heard persons singing or the hand organ playing 
'Sweet Home," without a shilling to buy the 
next meal or a place to lay my head! The world 
literally suug my 6ong until every heart is famil- 
iar with its melody. Yet I have been a wanderer 
from my boyhood. My country has turned me 
ruthlessly from office, and in my old age, I have 
to submit to humiliations for bread." Thus he 
would complain of his lot. His only wish was to 
die in a foreign land, to be buried by strangers, 
and to sleep in obscurity. 

I met him one day looking unusually sad. 
"Have you got your consulate?" I said. 

"Yes", and leave in a weak for Tunis. I never 
shall return." 

The last expression was not ■ political faith. 
Far from it. Poor Payne! his last wish was real 
ized. He died at Tunis.

Press w« extract 
the following: 

Glasgow, once a favorite servant of the late 
Charles Cunningham, Esq., died at the residence 
of bis master, Major W. I. Moberly, of this 
place, early on the morning of the 17th instant, 
aged 1 12 year*. 

Uncle Glasgow, as he has been familiarly call- 
ed tor the last half century, is desrving, as well 
from his great age as from his many rare quali- 
ties, of mote than a passing notice. He served 
with lalhfulness and industry, as a teamster, du- 
ring the revolutionary war — retaining a distinct 
recollection of General Washington, and often 
spoke of him with love and veneration. 

It will be seen that at the time of the revolu- 
tion the deceased was a man of from 3D to 35 
years of age, and only 16 years younger than the 
"Father of his Country," who" died at an ad- 
vanced age more thau Gil years ago. 

Glasgow was a grown man when Charles 
Cunningham, bis late master, was horn, and 
survived him twenty years, although his master, 
at the time of his death, wat by no means 
young. 

Air. Robert Cunningham, in whose family 
Glasgow was born, was one of the earliest pio- 
neers of the State of Kentucky, and brought his 
faithful servant with bim to the "dark and bloody 
ground." Residing as a merchant, many years 
at Lexington, he had Glasgow employed as a 
wagoner between that point and "Limestone," 
often entrusting him with large amounts of 
money, and even sending bim with specie (the 
only currency in those days,) to Pittsburg anil 
distant points. He often said that he fell just as 
aafe when Glasgow had charge of his money as 
if he carried it himself. 

Nearly every man has bin weakness. Glasgow 
had two — he had a great horror of physic and a 
fondness for whisky. During the prevalence of 
cholera, in 1833, his wife Dilsey was taken sick 
— a popular physician was called who prescribed 
for her, and left several of his infallible powders, 
to be taken from time to time, and departed on his 
rounds to visit other patients. In the evening, 
be relumed by Glasgow's cottage, and hailed the 
old man as he was silling by the door: 

•Good evening, Uncle Glasgow, how is Dil- 
sey V . 

'She don't need none of your medicine now,' 
replied the old man with a sob. 
Not dead, I hope? 1 

'Ah! yes. Doctor,' said Glasgow, heaving a 
deep sigh, 'that last dour fixed her.' 

Glasgow had taken a prejudice against tnedi 
cine men in early life, and Dilsey's untimely 
death (she was about seventy) did not tend ill 
the least to eradicate it. He had occasional at- 
tacks of severe illness, bui the utmost entreat- 
ies of his kind mistress and master were em- 
ployed in vain to induce him to take medicine, 
and equally fruitless were iheir remonstrances 
in regard to his inveterate habit of gelling 
drunk. 

Some tilteen years ago one of the colored 
family, occupying the same room with Glas- 
gow, was takeu sick, and as the family physi- 
cian was proceeding to the quarters. Major M. 
posted him in regard to the old man's peculiar- 
ities, and asked him to prescribe for Glasgow 
also Having a'so dispatched the first patient, 
the doctor turned to the old soldier, and re 
marked: 

'Uncle Glasgow, you seem to be n little sick, 
loo; let me feel your pulse.' 

'Well doctor,' said he extending his baud, you 
can feel ray pulse, but Glasgow don't take none 
of your physic' 

Alter a moment's pause, the doctor turned to 
Major M. and said: 

'Major, Glasgow's pulse is rather feeble; 1 
think a good brandy toddy would help him.' 

This was too much for Glasgow's philosophy; 
his countenance brightened; his muscles relaxed; 
bis bony face assumed first a smile, and then a 
grin ; and, turning his big white eyes upon the 
disciple of Galen he said: 

'Ha! ha! doctor, Master Billy has called the 
right physician at last — you've got more sense 
than all the doctors he's ever had here yet.' 

Glasgow has goue the way of all tho earth. — 
Many a worse man, by a freak of fortune or by 
the adulation of friends, has been transformed 
into a hero.

A Woman's Richts Buckevess in New York. 
The tenth National Woman's Rights Conven- 
tion was in session at New York during a por- 
tion of la9t week, and the usual amount of la- 
mentation, objurgation and mutual commisera- 
tion was gone through with. Among the speak- 
ers, Mrs. J. Elizabeth Jones, of Ohio, was very 
prominent. She said, with much truth, that wo 
man's sphere cannot be bounded; but her asser- 
tion that the true woman must ever revolve 
around the great sun of moral light and truth, is 
hardly susceptible of being made intelligible to 
the masses of the public, or of proof by actual 
experiment. She thought that God bad never 
created men to make women's gaiters, and she 
preferred to see young ladies plowing in the fields 
than sitting in the parlor waiting for an offer of 
marriage. Under the present system of society, 
she regarded matrimony as perilous A young 
man is necessarily uncertain whether a woman 
coDSents to marry him because she loves him, or 
because of his wealth and position. If the young 
ladv should tell the truth, she would often con 
f«ss that she wanted the pleasant home and the 
prosperous business, and that if she could have 
gotteu these without the eucumbrance of the 
boots and whiskers, she would have been better 
pleased. 

But under the system proposed by ihe advo- 
cates of woman's rights, women would be placed 
above the necessity, and, perhaps, the temptation 
of marrying for money, since It is proposed to 
make her independent by opening to her the av 
enues of business. 

Mrs. Jones' remarks were listened to very at- 
tentively, and enthusiastically applauded 



Tbe Southern Bolters — Address of the 
Texas Delegates to Charleston to the 
Democrats of their State. 

The delegates from Texas to the Charleston 
Convention publish in tbe New Orleans Delta 
an address to the Democratic party of their State, 
in which they give their reasons for withdrawing 
from that body. After recapitulating the unsat- 
isfactory results of the proceedings before the 
disruption, they say: 

Our duty to ourselves, and those whom we 
represented, was manifest. We bad but one of 
two alternatives — either the surrender ol the just 
claim of our people to a simple recognition of 
our coequality ol rights in the common domain, 
belonging equally to all the States — which sur- 
render at Charleston would ever be construed by 
the Democracy of the North as a voluntary re- 
linquishment, and a final exposition of the Dem- 
ocratic principles of the entire nation — or to re- 
spectfully withdraw from further action wilh 
those who, by the mere numerical superiority of 
a minority of States, casting scarcely a single 
Democratic electoral vote, sought to impose up 
on our acceptance au ambigiuous platform, with 
their interpretation, which we deemed hostile to 
tbe dearest rights of our people, and repugnant 
to the solemnly declared convictions of the De- 
mocracy of our Slate in Convention assembled. 
Wilh us it was not a question of men, but of vi- 
tal fundamental principle. No man would have 
been acceptable to yourrepresentatives, nomina 
ted upon that platform ; for we regard the nomi- 
nee of a party not as an expositor of his own re- 
cord, but the recognized embodiment of the prin- 
ciples of the platform upon which he is placed, 
as the national representative and living head. — 
And your representatives respectfully conceive 
that no Southern man could, without stultifying 
himself, and being recreant to tbe interests of all
